SCABIES 


Eight  cases  of  Scabies  (one  adult  &  7  children)  have  been 
notified.  These  were  treated  at  the  Kesteven  County  Council  Scabies 
Clinic , Stamford,  at  the  cost  of  £1.1,0.  per  case.  Civil  defence 
Ambulance  transport  was  provided  for  the  patients  where  necessary. 
Both  for  Scabies  and  Pediculosis,  when  reported,  the  infected  house 
is  visited  by. -the-  Health  Visitor  of  the  .do  ove  Clinic;  other  occupants 
of  the  house  are  examined  and  disinfestation  carried  out  as  for 
Scabies.
